Settlement of the strike will be put 
up to President Wilson, Secretary of 
Labor 
Wilson made known 
today. 
Secretary 
Wilson appealed to

miners and operators who are cen­ 
tering here, to remain in session un­ 
til 4 p. rn. so he could lay the dif­ 
ferences before the President.

clocks back one hour i- a different 
proposition than moving the hands 
forw ard one hour. 
Last year when 
the change was made many people 
forgot that moving the hands back 
would interfere with the striking a r ­ 
rangement 
and some repair 
work 
was necessitated. It is recommended 
that such clocks be stopped for one 
hour and then re-started at the prop­ 
er time. 
Bv this method the striking 
device will not be bothered in any 
way and danger of damage to the 
clock i- eliminated. 
Clocks which | 
do not strike the hour mav be moved• 
back without danger of damage. 
Because of the shorter days the 
change in time will be noticed by the 
public. 
Especially will this be true 
in the late afternoon until the people 
again grow accustomed to the new 
hour. 
Under the present schedule of 
time 6 o’clock finds twilight disap­ 
pearing into night, and next Sun­ 
day at 6 o’clock the chance will be 
very noticeable. 
However, the pub­ 
lic i- quick to 
accustom itself to 
changed conditions and anv incon­ 
venience will be but temporary. 
The law has served its purpose, its 
advocates claiming that the plan ot 
turning the clocks forward one hour 
has been a booster of production and 
a great saving in light bills, 
t o r the 
most part city folks were well im­ 
pressed with the law and satisfied to 
regulate themselves under the new* 
time, 
On the other hand farm ers 
throughout 
th** country 
were op­ 
posed to the law*, almost to a man 
and it i- a pleasure that they see 
the conclusion of “this foolish idea.
